A BUSY GOVERNMENT. 


In his New York speech, Mr. 
Hoover gave his view of what the 
Government should not do. In gen- 


zo | eral, it should not enter private 


business. But. this does not mean, 
he explained in his later speech at 
St. Louis, that it should not be ex- 
ceedingly busy. He outlined an ex- 
traordinary number of activities in 
which, by contact with the States, 
cities, homes and individuals, | it 
should engage. The whole is a vast 
end varied work, as Mr. HOOVER 
described it, to be done by means 
of combined study and joint effort 
without a tinge of bureaucracy in 
it. He seems to agree with JOHN 
STUART MILL that Government is 
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“ PRESERVING REGULARITY.” | 

Mr. McApoo, who has kept silent 
until the very end of the campaign, 
announced his position on Saturday. 
He telegraphed to a friend in the 
South that while he is unaltérably 
oppesed to Governor SMITH’s atti- | 
tude toward prohibition, he intends 
to “preserve my rezularity.” This 
means, of course; that he will vote 
the Democratic ticket. Let Repub-' 
licens who are without sin cast the 
first stone at Mr. McApoo. His ex-' 
ample will doubtless be imitated by | 
some Democrats, but it will be by a! 
great multitude of Republicans, In| 
this city they have formed a league | 
of Republicans who are bitter in 
their opposition to prohibition, and' 
applaud the stand taken by Gover- 
nor SMITH, but ere nevertheless go- 
ing to vote for Mr. Hoover. In this 
they, too, will preserve their party 
regularity. 

Whether other things are not bet- 
ter worth preserving, they do not 
seem to inquire. If a leading citi- 
zen has declared that the evils of 
prohibition constitute the greatest 
menace to our system of govern- 





ment and our social morals, and has 
called upon his party to promise to 
abolish them, and then his party has 
not only refused but endorsed pro- | 
hibition, what becomes of his obliga- 
tion to follow his conscientious con- 
victions? That he preserves only 
for private consumption. Publicly 
he is known as one who sticks to his 
party though it go counter to what 
he holds to be most important and 
most pressing in our public life. 
Many Republicans who propose to 
vote in this way tomorrow have at 
least the-grace to be a little troubled 
by their apparent inconsistency. Yet 
it is mot the actual effect of their 
ballot, but the interpretation of it, 
which most. concerns them. THE 
TIMES has just received a letter from 
one of them, Mr. SAMUEL HARDEN 
CHURCH, President of the Carnegie 


Institute of Pittsburgh. He writes, 


that he fully expects Mr. HOOVER 
to be elected President, but thinks 
that “there should be a word of 
“ warning to our countrymen against 
* an interpretation of such a result, 
“either as a pronouncement on the 
“ question of religion, or as &.man- 
“ date on the subject of prohibition.” 
On ‘the subject of intolerance Mr. 
CHURCH writes warmly. To him 
any inference that a Catholic or a 
Jew could not “ aspire to be elected 
President” would be “ignoble, de- 
testable and dangerous.”

That 
means an addition to the Federal 
budget of $250,000,000 a year. What

the current year he has an indicated 
deficit of $90,000,000. When he adds 
the. “‘several hundred millions” 
which Mr. HOOVER would place at 
the disposal of his projected Fed- 
eral Farm Board, we fear that the 
Director of the Budget will at once 
protest that new taxes will have to 
be levied to enlarge the revenues of 
the Government, or else that new 
public debts will be created instead 
of paying off old debts.

IMPAIRING THE ZONING LAW. . 

Mr. EDWARD M. BASSETT has dis- 
covered what he calls the “ zoning 
bootlegger.” It is the man who buys 
property cheap in a highly restricted 
neighborhood, hoping. to sell it at a 
profit when the restriction is lifted.

THE “FOREIGN BLOC.” 


If, a8 many political observers 
agree, the outcome of the election 
depends upon the extent to which 
group voting is followed, a survey 
of the non-English newspapers of 
the country, just completed by the 
Foreign Language Information Ser- 
vice, may provide one indication of 
the result. There are 7,500,000 for- 
eign-born citizens in this country 
representing 17 per cent. of the 
registered yoters.

The Italians are a dis- 
puted group in this election; they 
are normally Republican, but now 
twenty-two of their papers are for 
SMITH, as against eighteen for Hoo- 
VER. It.is open campaign strategy 
that the Democrats hope to reverse 
Republican majorities here and there 
through the Italian vote. 
The Polish editors, though strong- 
ly Catholic, are almost evenly di- 
vided between the candidates. All 
the Finnish papers are for HOOVER 
for the, Finns are prohibitionists. 
But nineteen Czech and Slovak pa- 
pers—-remembering, one supposes, 
the sponsorship of their nation by 
Wooprow WILsoN—are for the Dem- 
ocrats and only two are for their 
rivals.

‘HILAIRE BELLOC he writes in’ a re-} 
gretful vein°on “The Tears of ‘the 
Gréat ” and “ Laughter.” He contem- 
plates modern expression of emo- 
tion with melancholy, for great Eng- 
lishmen, or at least those in public 
life in England, do not shed tears,

ences do not laugh. To find a good 
example of the hearty public: weeper 
hehad'to go back to CROMWELL, 
whose tears flowed at sight of King 
CHARLES and his children and at the 


prayer. Mr. BELLOC tells of the only 
occasion when he heard spontaneous 
loud laughter in the House of Com- 
mons. A “ distinguished statesman,” 
whose name is not revealed, was 
speaking after dinner. He at any 
rate was showii> some emotion, for 
he attempted to call something or 
some one “abominable.” Beginning 
with “ abdominable ” and trying two 
other incorrect pronunciations, he 
gave«up the struggle with “ andobi- 
moddle,” and then could ‘not: re- 
member to what he was going to 
apply his difficult epithet. Would 
his embarrassment be viewed today. 
with “ respectful silence "? Perhaps 
it would in England, but surely 
American laughter is not so easily 
suppressed. 

Tears and laughter have both been 
in order in recent months here, and 
after. tomorrow there will be further 
reason for. both. At. many political 
meetings the crowd has been the re- 
verse of repressed in expressing its 
feelings. Some of Governor SMITH’'S 
audiences have been so eager to 
cheer that they have not waited 
for appropriate pauses, but have 
hurrahed in the oddest places. One 
must admit. that cheering is neither 
laughing nor crying, but it is dis- 
tinctly a manifestation of the emo- 
tions, and if the candidates had been 
funnier the crowds would certainly 
have laughed more.

The 
polite, well-poised person does not 
break down with grief or break out 
with guffaws even in the bosom of 
his family. He strives to maintain 
perfect calm when he is alone, and 
if. he. were marooned on a desert 
island would try to greet an unex- 
pected rescuer with extreme non- 
chalance, All this is in a fair way 
to, be ‘changed soon by the increas- 
ing popularity of psychoanalysis. It 
is all against repression of the emo- 
tions. Parents are now told that the 
tears their children want to shed 
and don’t will be stored up and 
spouted forth at some less desirable 
moment. If they are not permitted 
to work off their fits of giggles

Children brought up on the new 
theory may not turn out to be hearty 
laughers. and weepers when they 
grow up, for they may have used up 
their supplies before reaching their 
majority.

Bodies of Mrs. Bessie Lynch 
and Mrs, Cleo. Lieto, Friends, 
Are Found in a Cornfield. 











SUSPECT IS HELD BY POLICE 


Tire Tool Believed Used by Attacker 
_on Victims’ Skulls—Mrs. Lieto’s 
Throat Also Is Cut.

DALLAS, Texas, Noy. 4.—With 
both their skulls crushed and one 
of them stabbed in the throat, the 
bodies of Mrs. Bessie Lynch, aged 
21 years, and Mrs. Cleo Lieto, aged 
19 years, were found this afternoon 
in a corn field near Dallas. Two 
boys who were hunting for pecans 
stumbled upon the bodies and called 
police. It is believed they had been 
killed near midnight Saturday. 
The wound in Mrs. Lieto’s throat 
was jagged, apparently having been 
cut with a dull knife. The jugular 
vein was severed. The women had 
been dragged into some brush in a 
deserted spot. Their clothing was 
soaked, and big smears of 
blood were visible at spots at the 
place where the bodies were found. 
The victims were believed to have 
been beaten to death with some. 
weapon ,such as a tire tool. 





Rice slept ar twelve hours Satur- 
day night in the St. George Police | 
Headquarters. He sent out for coffee ' 
and ham and eggs for breakfast, and 
was then taken to court in a patrol 
wagon. He was calm and composed 
in court.

Brothers Are Under Indictment. 


According to Detectives Thomas 
Dineen and Frank McCarthy of the 
Snyder Avenue police station, Brook- 
lyn, Emmanuel Papadakis, 44 years 
old, and his brother Demetrico, 42 
years old, were indicted a few days 
ago by the Brooklyn Grand Jury 
for grand larceny. They were charged 
with the theft of $35,000 worth of 
silk in rolls, the complainants being 
Frank Rice of 506 Sixth Avenue, 
Manhattan, and Max Glazer, 535 Sev- 
enth Avenue, Manhattan.

On Oct. 25 they 
ordered silk from Messrs. Rice and 
Glazer, valued at $35,000, to be sent 
to them for sale on consignment..
